It was decided to inoicv.se the Toronto 
mayor's salary from £2,000 to $4,000. 

There wore 3,(13'.l births, 2,087 deaths, 
and 1,497 marriages in Toronto last year. 

Rev. John Smith, pastor of Erskine 
church, Toronto, died suddenly of apo- 
plexy. 

The local government lias cancelled the 
commission of Police Magistrate Part- 
ridge, of Simcoe. 

David Henderson, banker, of Acton, 
has been nominated by tho Conservatives 
in Halton. 

Hon. Messrs. Hardy and Russ will 
stump Dundas and East Northumberland 
luring the local elections. 

la spite of the protests from the volun- 
teers, the Snyder rillo will again bo used 
in the matches this year. 

John Morrison, a railway navvy, of 
Perth, was killed by a dualine explosion 
in a quarry at Farmersville. 

J. O. Paul, student of the Ontario Vet- 
erinary College, belonging to Williams- 
port, Penn., died suddenly. 

The mail subsidy granted by tho Imper- 
ial Government is £45,000 per annum, 
with £15,000 added by Canada yearly. 

Cashier Allen, of the defunct Central 
Bank, sold his furniture and loft Toronto. 
It is believed he has gone to the states. 

At Sault St. Marie, by a fire in a bakery 
Monday night, S. Deloraine, a native of 
Three Rivers, Que., was burned to death. 

John Holmes, a baggageman, of tho 
Grand Trunk, was found dead in his car 
at Kingston on the arrival of the train 
from the west. 

McKenzie, Purcell's election agent, is 
confident they will win the appeal in the 
Supreme Court and that Pureell will re- 
tain the seat. 

A hackmau assaulted a young girl in a 
lonesome suburb of Ottawa, but tho scoun- 
drel was frightened away without accom- 
plishing his purpose. 

Tho case of It. M. Meredith against 
Henry Taylor was heard tit the London 
assizes and judgment given for the plain- 
till' for 815,1137 and costs. 

Fred White, sou of tho Minister of the 
Interior, will be married to Katie Cordon, 
daughter of Aid. Gordon, of Ottawa, oh 
the 8th of February. 

The body of Frank McDougall arrived 
from California at Ottawa and was buried 
in the Necropolis. There was a large 
concourse of citizens present. 

It is generally understood that Herman 
Cook is disgusted with election courts' 
ruling, and is out of politics, having de- 
termined not to run again. 

Henry Markell. aged (i0 attempted sui- 
cide nt Well arid by cutting himself across 
the stomach and letting his bowels out. 
There is no hope of his recovery. 

In McCulloch vs. Field, ah eleclioi. 
slander case at Toronto, in which the 
plaintiff was termed a rogue and a crunk, 
the jury disagreed and were discharged. 

The boiler in tho saw mill of Thompson 
it Co., Jordon, exploded. O. Holland, 
engineer, and P. Flanagan, a mill hand, 
were badly injured. Tho mill is a total 
wreck. 

Jacob B. Huber, of Lancaster, Pa., 
was arrested at Toronto on a warrant for 
forgery of an extensive character. It is 
likely ho will return without extradi- 
tion. 

S. C. Kennedy & Co., lumber mer- 
chants, Toronto, have suspended; liabili- 
ties, §700,000 to the Parry Sound Lum- 
ber company and others. They owe 815,- 
000 to the Ontario bank. 

The contest in Carleton has definitely 
settled down and is between ex-Sheriff 
Powell, an old friend of Sir John, and 
Geo. Dickinson, nominee of tho conven- 
tion. Sir John is understood to favor 
Dickinson. 

Tho Dominion December bank state- 
ment shows that live chartered banks are 
bankrupt and four others are closing up 
their business. The volume of rate of 
circulation has diminished 8800,000 since 
November. 

The oldest resident in Elgin county is 
dead in tho person of Ewen Cameron, of 
Southwold. Ho was born April 4th, 1787, 
tit Fort William, Invernesshirc. Scot- 
land, and was 108 years old. He came to 
Canada in 1820. 

Tho Minister of the Interior was noti- 
fied of tho death, by fever, at St. Maurice, 
of J. N. Duprat, clerk of tho interior de- 
partment. This makes six deaths from 
fever among tho clerks of this depart- 
ment within the past fow months. 

It is definitely settled that Pardee, 
commissioner of crown lauds, will riot 
occupy his place in the Legislative Assem- 
bly during tho approaching sessions, the 
physicians insisting upon him spending 
thu remainder of tho winter in Florida. 

Feeling nbotit the Central bank affairs 
is still oxcited. The creditors aro deter- 
mined that, cost what it ma}', everyone 
connected with tho ruin will bo made le- 
aponible. An attempt will bo made to 
bring out tho truth despite the recent 
legal courses. 

Attempts were made at Lindsay to 
burn tho residenco of Wm. Flavoll and 
the promises of Dundas and Flavoll Bros., 
dry goods and produce merchants. This 
firm havo taken an active interest in the 
enforcement of tho Scott Act. Win. 
Flavoll is a member of tho firm. 

Soon uftor tho failure of tho Contral 
bank, J. G. Owen, auctioneer and store- 
keeper of Streotsvillo, cleared out. His 
debts amounted to over 875,000. A war- 
rant was Bworn out for his appearance on 
a charge of forgery. The creditors aro 
determined to hud him. 

Wm. Solby, late senior partner of Sclby 
& Co., paper makers and stationers, 
Toronto, was arraigned boforo the police 
magistrate charged with forging tho name 
of Taylor Bros, to a promissory note for 
$3,000. Two fresh charges have bcon 
laid against him for forgery, ono note for 
#4,000 and another for 81,600. Counsel 



for tho prosecution stated that tho total 
forgeries amounted to $15,688. The pris- 
oner was remanded for a week, bail being 
tixed in two sureties of $10,000 each. 

Captain J. C. Mooro, late of tho ill- 
fated Algoma, is now e»l route to Scotland, 
whore ho goes to oversee the building of a 
steamship of 2,000 tons burthen to run 
between Kingston and Port Arthur. 
Moore will havo charge of her when com- 
pleted. 

Rubridge, engineer in charge of the 
Trent Valley canal works, has put in his 
estimate of the cost of -completing the 
undertaking. The sum mentioned is 
$8,084,050. This estimate is exclusive of 
damages and claims for riparian rights 
and damages caused by the operations of 
emit factors. 

0; II. Mackintosh, ex-M. P. .will short- 
ly contest Russell county in the Conser- 
vative interest. When the writs aro is- 
sued it is understood that the govern- 
ment will appoint L. Q. Olivier, French 
Canadian lawyer, to the vacant judgeship 
of Prescott and Russell counties. 

It is believed now that Robt. Orme, the 
farmer who was found dead on the road 
with a bullet wound in bis bond, com- 
mitted suicide. A man answering his 
description purchased a revolver in Lucan 
on the night of his death, and his life 
was insured for $5,000. The .salesman will 
examine the revolver found beside Ormo's 
body. 

Messrs. Jury, of Toronto, Redmond, of 
Montreal, and Oollis, of Hamilton, have 
been appointed by supreme authority of 
the Knights of Labor a legislative com- 
mittee for the knights of the Dominion.

On the firemen arriving and 
opening tho door a terrific explosion oc- 
curred, smashing tho immense plate glass 
windows in thu adjoining stores of Gar- 
ret & Co., the Ioh Bau on. one side and 
the Mesder Hill Engraving establishment 
on the other- All three buildings were 
gutted. Tho Montreal Rubber Stamp 
works, Simpson's musical studio, and Odd- 
fellows' hall, upstairs, were also destroy- 
ed. Tho adjoining promises of G. N. 
Cameron, coal, and Henry Birks. jewelry, 
wore badly damaged by water. The origin 
of tho firo is unknown, and tho cause of 
the explosion a mystery. Tho Iobh is 
considerably over $100,000; insured for 
$40,000.

Welunoton, Jan. 26. 
The night shift, which went on at 2 
a. in., had so far accomplished its work of 
searching for the dead that, when they 
were relieved at eight, but four white 
men remained in thu mine. Two of these 
were soon after discovered and raised to 
the surface. The two remaining wore 
Lance and Robert Robinson, who worked 
near each other. A quantity of gas had 
collected vhere they were employed, and 
this had first to be removed. At fifteen 
minutes to noon Robert Robinson was 
discovered, arid at 1:30 p. m. Lance Rob- 
inson was also found, thus

of recovering the bodies of the white 
miners. At this hour thirty-seven Chi- 
nese had also been taken out, leaving 
nine remaining, the Chinese bosses clahm 
ing that forty- six were missing. The great 
majority of the victims were fearfully 
mutilated and blackened, their skins being 
burned off, and their heads especially 
battered. The terrible force that knocked 
them about played sad havoc. 

Elisha Davis, a young man found during 
tho night, was unrecognizable, except for 
the color of his shirt, of which a little was 
still retained. His leg was torn out of its 
socket and blown forty yards from where 
at last his mangled trunk was discovered. 
A portion of the head was blown off, and 
his body was crushed into a shapeless 
mass. His was tho worst case of all, and 
is accounted for by the fact that ho was 
engaged in blasting some rock and had 
several sticks of giant powder for the 
purpose. The concussion must have ex- 
ploded these and the full force fell 
upon poor Davis. His father was 
working in the west level and 
was one of the first who came out of the 
shaft. John McNeil, the father of a 
large family, had previously been in two 
explosions, and escaped death, but he 
was one of the unfortunates in the east 
slope. When found ho was standing on 
his head against tho timbers. 

MANY OTHKH VICTIMS 

were gashed about tho head and burned 
to the middle, while their limbs were free 
from any hurt. One Chinaman was strip- 
ped of all his clothing, and tho soles of 
his boots were blown off, leaving tho up- 
pors on. Several white men were stripped 
entirely of their clothing. A minor's pick 
was blown up to the eye in tho solid tim- 
ber. There were several caves during 
tho ox plosion, and especially in that por- 
tion where the two Robinsons were found, 
and it is thought that it was from this 
quarter that the explosion came, as it is 
the extreme end of the level. However, 
nothing definitely will ever be known, for 
all who were working in the east level are 
dead. An. inquest has been commenced 
arid every possible information will bo 
gathered. 

THE WHITE MINERS, 

as they were found, were conveyed to 
the carpenter shop of the railway," where 
willing hands stripped them of their tat- 
tered clothes and washed as many traces 
as possible of the etl'ects of the explosion 
from their forms.

but it is thought that it will foot up 
between $25,000 and $30,000.

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lied a fow months ! clothed in a suit of black, with white 
shirt, collar and tie, and placed in the 
handsome coflins that were prepared for 
them. As soon as this was accomplished 
they were taken to the public hall at 
Wellington, where they will remain until 
Friday morning when till will be taken by 
train to Nanaimo, and buried in the ceme- 
tery, the members of the various fratern- 
ities being interred by their brethren.

THE HEAD CHINESE 
were only known by numbers, and as soon 
as they reached the surface the bodies 
were taken in charge by Sheriff Drake, 
who had them convoyed in the sleighs to 
the blacksmith shop of the railway, where 
M. Bray, government agent, took thoni in 
charge and searched their clothing. Tho 
money and valuables found were parcelled 
and labelled and will be kept in custody 
until tho relatives of the deceased have 
proved their claim. This course has been 
adopted to prevent a repetition of the 
trouble at Nanaimo, where fellow China- 
men claimed tho dead, appropriated all 
valuables, and then left them to be 
buried by charity. There was some ob- 
jection made by the Chinese on tho 
present occasion, but the rule was strictly 
followed. Some of the Chinese had as high 
as $000 on their persons. Two had 
gold watches, while a third carried several 
ounces of Oassiar gold dust. The scene 
in the blacksmith's shop this morning 
was an awful ono. Tho poor battered 
and charred corpses were in every posi- 
tion. One held up his hands in a rigid 
attitude of defence, as though, in tho few 
moments that we: j occupied in complet- 
ing his destruction, ho had thus rebelled 
against the grim monster. During the 
day, a number of gangs of Chinese 
were, strange to say, washing, dressing 
and placing their dead friends in tho 
rough black painted deal coffins prepared. 
While tho preparation of the dead was 
proceeding in every portion of the 
building, the place inside and out was 
crowded with celestials, and to ono un- 
accustomed to such a scone, the revelry of 
death was a horrifying spectacle.

The air forced 
down tho shaft was separated at its foot, a 
portion going to the east, the othor to tho 
west level, and after travelling in differ 
cut directions through the mine it met at 
tho vent and ascended. In other levels 
the air is started through one level only, 
and is divided by means of brattices 
in its course through the mine 
to where it escapes to the sur- 
face. (I rent precautions havo always 
been taken in order to prevent any accu- 
mulation of gas, and tho dust was kept 
well dampened. The shift that had come 
up at eight o'clock had boon actively at 
work blasting the black diamonds, and 
there was not the slightest fear of an ex- 
plosion. Had the mine not been distri- 
buted into districts and the air divided, it 
is more than probable that man}', if not 
all, in the west slope would also have 
perished. The force penetrated 200 yards 
into the west level, but returned and took 
its exit through thehoisting shaft. The fact 
that the mine did not fire, and also the 
immediate restoration of tho fan, made 
it possible to restore pure air, and west 
slope miners were all saved. 

Mention of the fact that Robert Dunn, 
overman of East Wellington colliery, as- 
sisted in the work of rescue with a num- 
ber of his men, was omitted in yesterday's 
report. 

A JTURY EMPANELLED. 

Wellington, Jan. 26. — 5 p. m. — A 
jury was empanelled at three o'clock to- 
day by Dr. Walkem, Coroner, on view 
of tho body of Robert Greenwell, one of 
those killed in the explosion. A general 
order was given for the burial of all the 
rest. The names of the jury aro: — R. 
Grant, foreman; Bennie, Thompson, 
Lindsay, Kilpatrick, Bevilockway, Wil 
son, Evans and Williams. The evidence 
of Greenwell's brother was takon so as to 
identify tho body. The Coroner stated 
that, in order to allow of a thorough 
enquiry, it would be necessary to have an 
adjournment for ono week. By that 
time a list of witnesses could bo obtained 
and summoned to attend. To make the 
enquiry thorough would consume a good 
deal of time, but in an important matter 
of this kind time is of no importance. 
The colliery proprietors had promised to 
afford every facility for obtaining evidence, 
as they were as anxious to arrive at some 
solution of the truth as the public at largo. 
After putting the jury under bonds to 
attend, the inquest" was adjourned. 

Nothing further will bo done at No. 5 
shaft until the pumps and fan aro placed 
in good working order.

Yesterday, ns a 
member of tho Dominion government, ho 
cabled his congratulations to Mr. O'Brien 
on his liberation from Tullamore jail, to 
which, it is understood, the other mem- 
bers of the cabinet aro taking exception) 
Every member of tho Dominion cabinet 
is sworn as a minister of tho Crown and 
Mr. Costigan is the representative in tho 
cabinet of the Irish element of tho Dom- 
inion and by no means in sympathy with 
the policy adopted by tho British govern- 
ment towards Ireland. 

Tho Dominion Government has refused 
to certify or bond Canadian grain shipped 
from tho Northwest Territories through 
the United States by the Northern Pacific 
and other American lines for re-entry in- 
to Canada at Windsor, Ont. This an- 
nouncement is creating intense excitement 
throughout Manitoba and the Northwest. 
The Government maintains that the 
Canadian Pacific was constructed at a 
great cost through the western province to 
facilitate peoplo in tho Northwest secur- 
ing direct communication with tho outsido 
world and that 'die American roads cannot 
be allowed, if possible, to come into com- 
petition with the C.P.R. which might 
under other circumstances prevent 
American cars coming into Manitoba at 
the Junction with the Northern Pacific.

We believe wo can confi- 
dently assure the people that 
tho affairs of tho Province have 
been carried on in so businoss-liko and 
economical, though progressive, a manner 
as to commend the policy of the Govern- 
ment to the favorable consideration of 
their representatives in Parliament. The 
composition of the government is slightly 
changed. Owing to the regretted absence 
from the province, through ill health, 
of the Premier, tho Provincial Sec- 
retary will lead the House, while 
the Hon. Theodore Davie will oc- 
cupy a seat in the executive. The 
Opposition have their duty to fullil and it 
is hoped they will in all actions be guided 
solely by a desire to effect the wel- 
fare of British Columbia and ex.- 
pedito tho business laid before them. 
Discussion over trifling questions and 
small technicalities, delaying the passage 
of important measures, are not satisfac- 
tory to the public, who cannot fail to com- 
ment unfavorably upon their uselessness 
and to emphatically condomn those who 
indulge in thorn, when an opportunity is 
afforded. The bill of fare which His Honor 
will lay before tho House to-day will 
probably contain food for the "faithful 
commons' " most serious deliberation and 
most careful consideration. By their con 
duct will thoy. be judged !

COMMUNICATION AT SEA. 

The matter of communication between 
ships at. sea is one of tho most serious of 
tho problems that faces tho inventive 
skill of our day. In recent times tho 
science of navigation has made wonderful 
advances. Steamers aro now constantly 
crossing tho Atlantic and the Pacific at an 
average speed of from fifteen to twenty 
miles an hour. And so perfect, is their 
construction that, travel upon thorn, when 
taken in tho aggregate, is safer than by 
any method of land conveyance. Their 
internal appointments are also so marvel- 
lously complete that a gentleman of the 
most refined tastes finds them practically 
equal to the best hotel or private resi- 
dence. But there is one respect in which 
they enjoy no more safeguards than did 
llie rude vessels of a thousand years ago. 
As it recent writer iu an American 
journal will point out, one of these 
vast steamers that, splits its way 
through the ocean at a speed little less 
than that of an average railway train, 
twenty-four hours after leaving port may 
plunge into a fog bank so dense that 
nothing can be distinguished from one 
end of the ship to the other. In this 
situation, when certain dangers ore con- 
sidered, the big vessel is perfectly help- 
less. If she continues on her course, or 
if she stops her engines, she is constantly 
liable to be run into and sunk by some 
other craft. Thus far no adequate means 
have been discovered to make the crew 
of one vessel aware that another is ap 
preaching at » time when the power of 
sight is helpless. "Various plans have 
boon suggested by which ship can be 
made aware that another is coining to- 
ward it in darkness or gloom that renders 
light useless. But although our best 
ven tors have given this subject the m 
careful consideration, thus far nothing 
has been devised that practically supplies 
the need.

THE CHANNEL TUNNEL. 

Tho channel tunnel project is not dead 
yet. Notwithstanding tho strong dis- 
approval of eminent military authorities, 
who consider that the construction of a 
tunnel under tho channel would be a prac- 
tical abandonment of the strongest line of 
defence that England possesses, commer- 
cial and such like considerations aro be- 
ing urged in opposition to tho war scare, 
with a fair probability of success. The 
advocates of the tunnel possess strong 
allies in Mr. Gladstone, who has publicly 
expressed himself as in favor of tho pro- 
ject, in Air. Bright, who has spoken and 
written strongly in favor of the prosecu- 
tion of the work, and lastly in Lord Kan- 
dolph Churchill, who, despite his many 
eccentricities, is coming to tho front as 
one of tho most important figures in Eng- 
lish politics. The latter, indeed, is a 
shareholder iti the company. It is under- 
stood, also, that Lord Salisbury and some 
of tho prominent members of his gov- 
ernment aro not unfavorable, tak- 
ing all of which into consid- 
eration tho company consider it more 
than probable that when they next ap- 
proach parliament they will score a vic- 
tory. On tho continent Mount Coin's and 
St. Gothard have been pierced by tunnels, 
and a similar work iu being carried on it: 
tho Pyrenees. These facts enable the 
projectors of tho channel tminol to argue 
with a good deal of forco that as these 
former lines of defetico are being leveled 
in Europo in the interests of commerce 
there is no reason why tho English people 
should fear to follow tho example of their 
neighbors on the continent. Iti the mean- 
time tho borings for tho purpose of deter- 
mining tho chaiactor of the formations 
through which tho tunnol, if it is over 
built, will havo to puss, are being con- 
stancy carried oti. One of theso, on tho 
Englihh side, has attained a depth of 734 
feet.

Eight business houiii") in the business 
tortion of Philadelphia wore destroyed by 
firu Tuesday night. 

The east winy of the SphuO'tiula.i MtuM;, 
paper mill was destroyed by fire entailing 
a loss of about SIWo.OOO; insurance 8100,- 
000. 

Billy Deinpsoy, of New York, died 
whilo engaged in a prize tight with 
"Swipes Newsboy," on Sunday uiornin 

Viscount Das Npguireas, Portugese 
minister, died in Washington on Monday 
morning of a complication of diseases. 

Edward Coffey, convicted of murder, 
who cut his throat a few days ago in 
Pittsburg, died from the wounds. 

The trial of .John A. Diminig, at San 
Francisco, book agent, charged with tl 
murder of Henry Benhayon, was post- 
poned for one week. 

The steamer Australia came in from 
Honolulu .Monday aftemwon and reports 
the political situation was unchanged 
when she left and everything was quiet. 

In tlio house of congress the cotllllUtteG 
on commerce reported favorably a bill to 
reward the Esquimaux for acts of human- 
ity to ship-wrecked seaman. 

The Duke of New castle is at Fifth 
Avenue hotel, New York, having arrived 
Wednesday last on the (Joltic. Ho will re- 
main for a few days for rest and 
then start for Florida. 

Thirty-three girls and two men of the 
striking employees of Clark's thread mills 
returned to work on M»nday. All of th 
strikers who applied for work were taken 
back and resinned their former positions. 

Special to the New fork Post from Ed- 
monton, N. VV. T.. says: Pilankaan In- 
dians whose reservation is just north of 
Victoria. N. W. T., are threatening to 
plunder the government stoics at the lat- 
ter place. They are in danger of starving 
owing to the failure of the contractors to 
furnish supplies. 

Norquay has asked the Jlouso for the 
appointment of a Commission to investi- 
gate the charges preferred against him- 
self and his Government in regard to act- 
ing in collusion with the Hudson's Bay 
Railway contractors and defrauding tho 
Province in the matter of tho lied River 
Road. 

Greek journals are enthusiastic over 
Byron's centenary. The statue of the poet 
at Missolonghi was covered with wreaths 
of ilowers and evergreens, The centenary 
was celebrated in Vienna by a perform- 
ance of "Manfred," with Schumann's 
music, in the opera house. A special ser- 
vice was held in the Greek church in Lon- 
don. 

Tho British steamer Toronto, from 
Portland, Me., on Jan. 4th, for Liverpool, 
arrived in the Mersey on Thursday. She 
reported that during the fog oil" Skerries, 
Ireland, she collided with and sunk the 
Norwegian bark Freidis, from Liverpool 
for Savannah, and that thirteen of the 
bark's crew were drowned. Only one man 
was saved. 

Dr. John Gordon, cousin to George 
Hamilton Gordon, fourth Earl of Aber- 
deen, died in a little box cabin at Mark- 
ham, Ar>,, on Monday night, in straiten- 
ed circumstances. He came to America 
in 1843 and it is said the obstruction to 
his succession to the earldom of Aberdeen 
was his refusal to take the oath. 

A special from San Garbs says: The 
Apache Indian who has been put in tlio 
guard house for intoxication asked to see 
his wife and child. When they were taken 
to him he cut their throats and put them 
in bed, sot it on tire and rushed fur the 
sergeant of the guard with a club and knife; 
but ho was riddled with bullets. 

At tho Mount Uniack gold mine, a lire 
broke out in a building stored with dyna- 
mite and fuse. W. Reseigh, a native of 
Cornwall, rushed into the building after 
the fire bad progressed sufficiently to burn 
a coil of fuse and to scorch the detonators 
and put out tho flames. The purpose of 
taking the risk was to save tho lives of 
several miners who wore working in the 
shaft. 

A conference o'n Monday between Car- 
negio Phipps & Co., of the homestead 
and amalgamated association of Pitts- 
burg resulted in a satisfactory understand- 
ing and the firm signed the scale as pre- 
sented. The action of tho committee was 
ratified by the different lodges and work 
was resumed in all departments. 

A dispatch from tlio City of Mexico 
says: It is reported that a monster peti- 
tion against allowing bull fights' in the 
federal district, will shortly bo presented 
to tho government. There is a strong 
sentiment hero against these spectacles, 
and most of the daily papers attack them 
as barbarous. In spite of this tho fights 
are attended by the people from the first 
ranks as well as the masses. 

The Duluth, Northwestern and Win- 
nipeg company with a capital of $35,000,- 
000 was incorporated Monday. The pro- 
posed line is to run from Duluth to Grand 
Rapids on the upper Mississippi, to which 
point it is expected it will bo built this 
season and from there to the Manitoba 
border and to a point on the Pod river 
between the Northern Pacific at Fargo 
and the Manitoba road at Crookston. It 
will make an eastern connection with the 
Duluth, South Shore and Atlantic road. 

Labor circles are excited by the arrest 
of John E. O'Shea walking delegate of 
tho builders' league; John Scott, 
his assistant; John Flint), master work- 
man of the brickniakers assembly and five 
others, prominent in labor circles. They 
are charged with conspiracy by a man 
named Wenzell, owner of a non-union 
brickyard hear Pittsburg. Wenzell was 
furnishing biick for a man named Cun- 
ningham, the union men employed on the 
job struck and Cunningham cancelled his 
contract with Wenzell. 

A sub-committee of the house of con- 
gress committee on post offices and post 
roads, agreed to report a favorable bill by 
Mr. Anderson of Kansas, to compel the 
Pacific Railroad telegraph lines to afford 
all telegraph companies equal facilities 
for tho transmission of business and giv- 
ing interstate authority to enforce the 
law. The committee has practically de- 
cided to report adversely on a bill, ex- 
tending a free delivery system to all 
towns containing not less than 10,000 in- 
habitants. 

A war of extermination between Hat- 
field's and McCoy's gang is still going 
bravely on in the wilds of West Virginii. 
The following intelligence has just been 
received of an '^counter between a pur- 
suing party and Hatfield's gang on last 
Saturday: On Thursday last, a capturing 
party numbering twenty left Pikeville for 
the Tug River, after crossing tho river 
they proceeded a short distance in West 
Virginia unmolested, but when Hearing 
the residence of Capt. Hatiield, came 
across a woman in the load with a bucket 
who was a standing picket and who im- 
mediately gave alarm. Tho capturing 
party continued their journey for a few 
rods and when turning a point in thu road 
were Bred upon by a squad of eight from 
the Hatfield gang. B'iuI McCoy was shot 
through the shoulder and dangerously 
wounded. Tho capturing party immedi- 
ately returned tiro and Will Dompsoy of 
the Hatfield gang fell shot through tho 
bowels. At this juncture Hatfield's gang 
heat a hasty retreat. The passu wont up 
to where Dompsoy was and although he 
bogged piteously to be saved, the man that 
killed dim Vance on tho first raid put 
his gun to Deinpsey's head and almost 
blow it off. Hatfield's gang were organiz- 
ing for a raid over on the Piter Creek in 
Kentucky, tho scone of their Now Year's 
night deeds. They threaten to murder 
people, burn property and kill Btock. Tho 
Governor has been telegraphed to for aid.

WALTER JT. GIBSON BEAD. 

Kalakaua's Ex-Prime Minister Pies at Han 
Francisco— The Story of Ills Life. 

San Francisco, •■an. '2-2. ~ -Walter M. 
Gibson, ex-prime minister to King Ivula- 
kaua, of the Hawaiian Islands, died of 
consumption at St. Mary's hospital in t his 
city last evening. Ac the time of his ar- 
rival here from the Hawaiian Islands, in 
July last, ho was BUifering from troubles 
with his lungs, and on the 10th of August 
betook up his abode permanently at the 
hospital. Up to two weeks ago ho was 
able to be up and about, and at times to 
take short drives about the city, hut the 
recent cold weather afl'ected him seriously, 
and he was finally compelled to take to 
his bed, never to rise. The remains will 
be embalmed and taken to Honolulu for 
interment.

Gibson belonged to one of tho best 
South Carolina families. Being ambiti- 
ous, ho obtained through his relatives 
command of a barken tino which run be- 
tween Charleston and .Shanghai. Gibson 
conceived the hold idea of fitting her out 
as a privateer, and of attempting the con- 
quest of Java, then in a state of almost 
open revolt against tho Dutch. The 
scheme was a good one, but some one be- 
trayed him before his plans were ma- 
tured. The Dutch would have promptly 
hanged him had he not fallen back upon 
his American citizenship and threatened 
them with fearful reprisals. He succeed- 
ed in gaining his freedom, and was allow- 
ed to go, under promise that ho would 
never set foot again in Java. 

Gibson soon appeared ugiin in England, 
where ho was aided by Nathaniel Haw- 
thorne who was then consul at that port. 

Next Gibson appeared at Salt Like, 
and gained recognition from Brigbam 
Young. The latter decided to send (lib- 
son to Honolulu to found there a Mormon 
colony. Arriving, however, it did not 
take Gibson long to learn that American 
missionaries, who had been more than 
twenty years on the Islands, had too firm 
a hold on the natives for llitn to hope to 
break it. So he threw up the position to 
tho elder, and turned bis attention to the 
resources of the islands, lie leased tho 
island of Lauai, which was crown property, 
stocked it with sheep and began the busi- 
ness of supplying Honolulu with mutton. 
In this enterprise ho was brought into 
association with the King and his consel- 
ors. Ho persuaded the King that ho was 
made for nobler purposes th in to rule 
over u few thousand Kanakas. He 
warmed his ambition with seductive pic- 
tures of a great Polynesian Empire, of 
which Kalakaua should he the head. Tho 
scheme so thoroughly commended itself 
to Kalakaua that he determined to have 
the author of it in his cabinet. From an 
inferior position, Gibson was therefore 
soon lifted to tho chief office, which he 
held for nearly ten years. His career 
during and since that time has been too 
latoly stated to need recounting.

Iiiridloy Grease, sworn, said — 1 was 
walking in Mr. Pemborton's grounds 
when defendant fired two shots at tho 
dog, inflicting such serious wounds that I 
requested a man to kill tho animal; de- 
fendant said ho was sorry for wounding 
the dog but that, bo had lost a Valuable 
pig the night before, which was worried 
to death by dogs. 

John Jennings, deposed — That ho lent 
his gun to Mr. Starr with a quantity of 
buck-shot; he saw ti man kill tho dog with 
a board. 

Mr. Yates contended that tho dog was 
not killed by Mr. Stair, as charged. Ho 
wounded the dog, but, expressing sorrow 
for his mistake, had shown no malice. 

Mr. Justice Crease said bo appeared as 
a private citizen in tho case, anil put aside 
his position. Tho charge was brought 
against Mr. Starr to show the public that 
men could not shoot valuable dogs at 
their will. Defendant is an honest and 
industrious man, and the prosecution was 
not brought to obtain recompense, but to 
protect the lives of valuable animals. Ho 
trusted liis honor would only impose a 
nominal line. *
